To  Reach  Our  Place.  Visitors  coming  from 
Boston  should  take  the  Fellsway  to  Stone - 
ham,  thence  on  the  Wakefield  road  about 
one  mile.  Coming  from  the  North  Shore, 
come  through  South  Lynnfield.  Coming  from 
the  north,  take  the  road  to  Reading  from 
either  Lowell  or  Lawrence;  from  Reading 
take  the  Quannapowitt  Lake  road  to  Wake¬ 
field,  thence  about  one  mile  on  the  Stoneham 
road.  Visitors  coming  by  train  will  find  the 
following  stations  about  equi-distant  from 
our  place:  Wakefield  Junction,  Wakefield 
Upper  Station  and  Farm  Hill  (Stoneham). 
We  are  on  Route  128  about  half-way  between 
Wakefield  and  Stoneham  Squares.
